If such men as he were sent out, 
great good might and no doubt would be done ; but he is cramped 
in his operations as he is only one opposed to many.

The residents here are held up to the natives as traders who 
come for no other purpose but to get their money, or sandal wood ;

one I mean) as the missionaries have made of their schooner; and 
to convince you a little more of their inclinations to make good bar- 
gains, will relate a circumstance that occurred at a neighboring

The Blind Man. Mr. Editor,—By the kindness of a friend, who 
has volunteered his assistance as amanuensis I am enabled to ad- 
dress you, and to lay before you some of the calamities of that vis- 
itation, wherewith God has in his wisdom seen fit to afflict me. I do 
not this, however, that I may excite compassion towards myself; so 
far from it, my own name will be concealed from you, and from the 
world. But I do it that I may have the poor satisfaction of pouring 
out to others the miseries with which my mind and body have so 
long laboured, that my heart is near bursting with its own accumu- 
lated bitterness. 

And my case sir, is this ; I am blind, totally, incurably blind. 

The glorious sun rises not in splendour to me, the “ rosy fingered 
Aurora” has no charms for my bodily eyes, and her ‘saffron’ efful- 
gence only exists to me in remembrance and in fancy—The moon 
in chastened brillancy has no more a beauty for me, and the stars 
twinkle no longer to my clouded eyes. The blue vault of heaven, 
the sea, the earth are to me a sealed book—I was a botanist of no 
contemptible acquirements ; I had read the most important works 
on that delightful subject, and I had studied the opening beauties 
of each flower of the valley, and gazed with entranced wonder on 
each majestic and wild production of the forest. But alas! to me 
these beauties exist no longer. I can no longer rear the transplant- 
ed wild flowers, and gaze on them with a feeling that they were 
my adopted children ; nor can I longer dissect and analyze the 
newly discovered specimen and exult in the addition which my own 
industry has made to science.—I was an amateur of natural history ; 
—but its multipted delights, its pleasures, which they who have 
not tasted, cannot imagine, are past and gone. In the days of my 
light and happiness I was a linguist.

lieved and lived as nature and reason taught, before our glorious 
revelation was made to erring man ; imperfectly indeed but accord- 
ing to the intellectual light granted him—And Socrates and Plato 
and Cicero,—shall I not see and know those noble souls? and 
Milton too,—ah! divine man! I am now only permitted to wet with 
the tears dropping from my sightly balls the almost sacred pages 
which contain thy holy and lofty imaginings. And when the sound 
of the verse falls on my ear, with the soft accents of herI once 
loved to look upon,but whose face is now to me a blank, I transport 
myself to thy sad neglected retreat of blindness and old age.
